He also say s the men are not strik­ 
ing for an Increase of wages, but 
agoinBt a decrease in the wages of 
common labor. The employ es say they 
will continue to make efforts to have 
the men go back.

Later.—The packers began employ ­ 
ing men to take the strikers’ places
